•ORE MERCHANT MARINE 


Is Contemplated, To Carry 


Commodities To All Parts 
Of The World—Secretary 
Says He Is A Disciple Of 
Benjamin Franklin The 
Great Apostle Of Pre- 
paredness.

Washington, Feb. 10.—Secretary 


Daniels of the navy department de- 
fended the administration naval in- 
crease program and advocated imme- 
diate building up of an 
adequate 


merchant marine in a speech here to- 
day before a session of the chamber 
of commerce of the United States de- 
voted to discussion of national pre- 
paredness. 
"We can no longer live unto our- 
•selves," said Mr. Daniels. 
"On our 


farms we grow more than the repub- 
lic can consume. We must feed 
much of the world. 
We have the 
right also to have a large share in 
clothing the world and supplying peo- 
ple in every clime with whatever is 
manufactured in our mills and fac- 
tories. Bnt how can we fill 
our 
larger mission? 
What avails teem- 


ing harvests and large production in 
factories without adequate and rea- 
sonable water transportation? 
The 


securing of an adequate merchant 
marine is a pressing problem and it 
is so tied up with the enlarging and 
strengthening of our navy that the 
two cannot be wisely separated. 


"The naval program 
offered 
by 
the administration is a constructive, 
progressive one, and if built accord- 
ing to the continuous five year pro- 
gram—the, first continuing program 
ever proposed by an administration 
—it will give us by the year 1921, 
thirty-three capital ships of the first 
line and twenty-five battleships of 
the second line, with ten armored 
cruisers, 108 destroyers, 175 sub- 
marines and smaller craft in propor- 
tion. 


Mr. Daniels declared himself to be 
a disciple of Benjamin Franklin on 
the question of preparedness. "This 
philosopher-statesman declared that 
'there- never was a good war nor a 
bad peace,' but he did more to pre- 
pare for the impending revolution 
than any other man," be said. 


"No man in the revolutionary per- 


iod could be preferred before him in 
preparations 
for 
defense. 
His 


achievements for preparedness may 
well be studied by the people of this 
day and generation." 


Discussion 
of national 
defense 


featured the concluding session to- 
day of the annual convention-of the 
chamber of commerce of the United 
States. 
Secretaries 
Daniels 
and 


Garrison were the principal speak- 
ers on the day's program. The na- 
tional defense committee of . the 
chamber had prepared a report on 
the results of its investigations and 
a general discussion of the prepared- 
ness question was to 
follow. 
Th3 


annual election of officers and con- 
sideration of resolutions were among 
other matters before the meeting. 
President Wilson has accepted an 


invitation to speak at the 
annual 


dinner tonight, which will bring the 
convention to a close. 


A resolution calling upon the rail- 


roads and their employers to settle I 
their wage controversy by arbitra- 
tion was adopted today by the cham- 
ber of commerce of the

States representing more than 700 
organizations of businssmen through- 
out the country.

Been Commuted by Governor Willis

'eter Skribner, 
convicted 
Toledo 


murderer who was sentenced to die 
at midnight tonight. 


Skribner shot a woman in Toledo 


and then shot and killed a policeman 
who attempted to arrest him. 


The board of pardons recently re- 


used to recommend clemency for 
Ikribner. 


Opponents of capital punishment 
ecame active in behalf of the pris- 
iner and the Russian consul at Pitts- 
urgh, visited Gov. Willis and made 


a plea for commutation of 
Skrib- 
ner's sentence, the latter 
being a 


Russian by birth. 
Skribner who cannot speak Eng- 


Ish has maintained a stoic air that 
aused him to be known as "the 
llent man." 
He has frequently as- 


erted however, that he prefermd 
electrocution to life 
imprisonment. 


Evidence was presented to Governor 


llis to show that Skribner is men- 


ally unbalanced. 


Governor Willis gave out a state- 


ment in which he> gave his reasons 
or commuting Skribner's sentence. 


He said 
he believed Skribner 


hould be allowed to serve the rest 
f his natural life unless new 
evi- 


ence is disclosed which is favorable 
0 hit case. 


He emphasised the fact* that the 


prisoner's mental condition was bad 
and that he had 
practically no 


friends or 
acquaintances in 
this 


country. 
Neither 
is 
he 
familiar 


with the English language, the gov-. 
ernor said. 
I 


These details were all taken intoi 


consideration in commuting the sen-; 
tence the governor declared. 


The governor said he did not reach 


his decision until early this moni'ng. 
He had spent the entire night in 
considering the records. 
The governors statement follows: 
"I have studied the case of Peter 


Skribner with the minutest care. 
I ] 


have read and re-read, with fullest1 
sense of the gravity of the crime for i 
which he wah convicted, the record i 
of the proceedings in this case. The | 
power of granting pardons and com-, 
mutations of sentence is one to be 
exercised by the executive with the, 
greatest care and 
under 
solemn 
sense of 
the 
heavy responsibility i 


resting on him in such cases so to) 
act as to maintain the dignity and 
justice of the state, the safety of its 
people and the protection of its of- 
ficers In the performance of 
their 


duties in 
maintaining 
the 
public i 


peace. Yet, in the discharge of this 
stern dutj, nistice must be tempered! 
with merry and the accused must be j 
given the benefit of every reasonable 
doubt. 
"The mental condition of Skrib- 


ner, his almost total luck ot friends 


or acquaintances in this country, his 
evident inability to understand our 
language or the questions propound- 
ed to him through interpreters and 
the conflicting character and evident 
unreahability of a material part of 
the testimony against him, all serve 
to raise in my mind, after long and 
most careful investigation and de- 
liberation a reasonable doubt as to 
the degree of his crime, which 
I 


must resolve for the benefit of the 
accused. 
While that doubt exists, I 


would not be true to my oath of of- 
fice, to myself nor to the universal 
instincts of humanity, if I 
shirked 


the duty imposed upon me by 
the 


law, by the constitution and by con- 
science. 


"I have, therefore 
decided 
that 
the ends of justice will be best sub- 
served in this instance by commuting 
the death sentence of Peter Skrib- 
ner to imprisonment during his life 
in the Ohio penitentiary. 


"Fully recognizing the 
constitu- 


tional right of any of my successors 
in office to act in any matter of 
pardon or commutation of sentence 
as their judgment and 
conscience 
dictates, I, nevertheless, take this 
occasion to express my opinion, that 
unless new evidence favorable to the 
accused shall be subsequently 
dis- 


covered, there should be no further 
action in this case, and that Peter 
Skribner should be allowed to serve

Republicans Say Opposition 


Practically Unanimous 


FAVOR NATIONAL GUARD 


And The Strengthening Of 


The State Force Making 
It Available In Time Of 
War, Rather Than The 
Continental Army Plan 
Wilson Will Make No 
Speeches In South.

Washington, Feb. 10.— President 


Wilson was told flatly today by Re- 
publicans of the house military com- 
mittee that they believed the com- 
mittee was practically unanimously 
opposed to the continental 
army 


plan sponsored by the war depart- 
ment. They said they believed the 
committee favored strengthening the 
national guard and empowering the 
President to draft it into the regular 
army in time of war. 


The Republicans left the White 


House with the impression that the 
President still be'ieved the continent- 
al army plan the 
best so far 
de- 


vised. He showed no 
disposition, 


they said, to attempt to force adop- 
tion of any particular plan but ex- 
pressed the conviction that the com- 
mittee would bring out a bill for an 
adequate army. 


The President 
told 
them 
that 


while he did not believe it feasible 
to substitute the national guard for 
the continental army, he favored 
strengthening the 
national 
guard. 


Under the constitution the President 
contended, the guard is distinctly a 
state force. 
The Republicans con- 


tended that could be overcome by 
passing a law allowing the President 
to draft the organizations in time 
ol war 


Tno President urged speed and 


was told that the committee 
will 


bcg'a framing the army bill 
next 


-^ek and that it should be ready for 


th> house in three weeks or a month. 


Representative Kahn, Republican, 
said after seeing the President that 
there was no disposition whatever on 
either side to inject politics into the 
bill. 
It was agreed, the 
President 


was informed, that the regular army 
should be increased to approximately 
the strength suggested by the 
war 
department. 


Outside of the continental army 


feature, the congressman said, no 
important detail of the war depart- 
ment plans was opposed by the com- 
mittee. 


The senate naval committee's rec- 


ommendation 
for 
a 
government 


armor plant voted, despitel notice 
that the armor manufacturers will 
raise the price $200 a ton, if Sena- 
tor Tillman's bill goes through, was 
formally presented to the senate to- 
day with the declaration that the 
:overnment is being overcharged and 
:hat the sole remedy is a federal 
factory. 


"Should the government build a 


slant and lock it up and never use 
it," the report states, "it would be 
wise to erect it as a warning to pri- 
vate manufacturers that there is a 
joint beyond which the government 
will not be driven and where pa- 
;ience ceases to be a virtue." 
The report characterizes the re- 


;urns between private manufacturers 
and the United States since 1887, as 
a continual source of dissatisfaction 
and little short of scandlous. 
"As long as present conditions 
ontinue," it says, "armor manufac- 
turers are in a position to force the 
government, in the language of the 
lighwayman, to stand and deliver. 
Men in pursuit of wealth are essen- 
ially hoggish and greedy, and 
the 


>rotective principle seems to have 
>een prolific 
in 
producing some 


magnificent spectacles." 
All efforts of the government to 


bring about 
competition

armor makers, the report says, have 
failed.

"Blue Sky" law was declared uncon* 
stitutional today when United States 
District Judges Sater, Warringtoq 
and Hollister concurred in a decision 
temporarily enjoining Attorney Gen- 
eral Turner 
from giving 
official 


opinion concerning or otherwise in* 
terferring with, the affairs of thei 
Geiger-Jones company 
of 
Canton* 


Ohio. The blue sky department bads 
undertaken to investigate the affair^ 
of the Geiger-Jones company, assert* 
ing that the company was not com* 
plying with the provisions of thej 
law. 


The company asked for an injunc- 


tion against interference 
with it$ 


affairs and attacked the constitution- 
ality of the blue sky law among 
other points raised. The case has 
been pending for several months. 


Two suits involving the question 


of constitutionality of the Ohio "blua 
skv" law and the right of the Geiger- 
Jones company to do business had 
been pending in the 'Federal District 
court for 
several 
months. 
Both 


sought to enjoin Superintendent o£ 
banks Harry T. 'Hall from interfer- 
ing with the company's affairs, and 
Attorney General Turner from rend- 
ering to Mr. Hall an opinion nnfav* 
orable to the Geiger-Jones company. 
One suit was filed by the 
Geigert 
Jones company in the Federal Dis* 
trict court here, November 20, 1915 
and the other a short time later, by 
William R. Rose of Cleveland, an, 
agent for the Geiger-Jones company* 
who had been threatened with' ar« 
rest for selling securities without a 
license. Floyd Coultrap, formerly oC 
Athens, Ohio, but now a citizen of 
Pennsylvania, had intervened in the 
Geiger-Jones case, alleging he buys 
and sells securities, but was prevent" 
ed from selling these in Ohio with* 
out subjecting himself to the Ohio 
laws. Consequently he held that the 
act interferes with interstate com* 
merce. 


The Geiger-Jones company con* 


tended in its case that the blue sky 
law violates the federal constitution; 
by depriving persons 
of property 


rights without due process of law. 
and denying freedom of contract. 15 
disputed the claims of Attorney Gen- 
eral Turner that the law provides 
only for proper exercise of police 
powers by the state, saying the sale 
of securities in no way affects the 
question of public welfare. 


The suit grew out of the secret in* 


vestigation of the company's affairs 
by inspectors of the Blue Sky bur- 
eau, 
special auditors and secret ser- 


vice men employed by the attorney 
general. 
This inquiry was. started 


last summer following receipts 
ofi 


complaints against the company. At- 
torney General Turner had prepared 
a lengthy opinion advising Superin- 
tendent Hall to refuse to renew the 
Geiger-Jones company's license.

The 
next day 
Mr. Cook 
was 


brought to Newark and tried in a 
justice court on a charge of assault 
and battery. 
He was fined 
the 


amount of $32. Atty. Edward Kibler, 
sr, then a correspondent for the old 
Cincinnati Commercial Tribune, sent 
a story of the fracas into his paper. 


The Commercial Tribune gave the 


affair quite a "play" both on the 
front pages of their paper and edi- 
torially. They started a "penny sub- 
scription" to pay Mr. Cook's fine. 
The day following the Captain's ar- 
rest he received a bag- from Cincin- 
nati containing 3,900 pennies. 


Then the story of why Cook had 


been arrested and the "penny sub- 
scription" spread to all parts of the 
United States and pennies began to 
pour Into the offices of the Cincin- 
nati paper. 
Some came from Paris 


and some from London, but anything 
above one cent was not accepted. 


The pennies continued to pour in- 


to the Tribune office till fall and at 
that time, a handsomely engraved 
gold watch costing $250 was present- 
ed to the Captain. 
A few weeks 


later he was handed $1,000, bring- 
ing the total contribution up to near- 
ly $1,300. 
Mr. Cook still has the 


watch which bears the inscription, 
"100,000 subscribers" above a penny 
on the front case of the watch.

the argument. 


"Mr. Thorne asked me what Mr. 


Brandeis' position would be in the 
argument. 
There was no doubt in 


my mind what Mr. Brandeis position 
would be. I had discussed it with 
him and he had

certainly was no disposition to con- 
ceal it from Mr. Thorne. I am con- 
fident that I told Mr. Thorne that 
Mr. Brandeis would take the position 
that the net operating income of the 
carriers was not adequate, with 
special stress on the Central Freight 
issociation territory.
